"Our problem," he told the 


board, "is how many people we 
can take care of. Lee county, ac- 
cording to several surveys, should 
be able to take 40,000 evacuees or 
refugees. Dixon alone should be 
able to care for 10,000 for a short 
period. 


"Dixon State hospital 
would 


provide mess facilities for some 
8.000 and sleeping space for 2.000. 
Each home in Dixon would prob- 
ably care for two persons, feeding 
them and clothing them, until 
they could go b a c k to their 
homes."

Senator Taft (R-Ohio) declared in 
the senate today that President 
Truman has no power to commit 
American troops to a European 
defense force without 
approval 


first from congress. 


In his first foreign policy speech 


of the 82nd congress, Taft said 
he ia willing to commit "some 
limited number of American divi- 
sions" to North Atlantic defenses. 
But he said the Europeans must 
take the lead in forming such a 
force. 


Hits 'Forced Assistance' 


"I do not think we should force 


our assistance on nations which 
do not wish to arm themselves," 
the Ohio senator declared. • "I do 
not think we should insist or even 
urge that Europeans form a great 
international army unless they re- 
quest us to help them with that 
project." 


"I do not think we should as- 


sume the leadership in the forma- 
tion of a great international army 
by the appointment of an Amer- 
ican commander-in-chief." 


President Truman has already 


named Gen^Dwight D. Eisenhower 
for that place and the Truman 
administration had laid plans to 
send additional American troops 
to "Europe to^-servir. in the com- 
bined defense force. 


At a news conference only yes- 


terday, President Truman said 
there was no question but that 
he had authority to send addi- 
tional troops to Europe. 


It was this authority which Taft 


questioned, contending it was a 
matter on which congress must 
pass.

Retail Food 
Prices Near 
Record High 


Washington, Jan. 5—(AP)—Re- 


tail food prices nosed upward dur- 
ing the first half of December al- 
most to the all-time peak of Julv 
1948. 


This was reported by the Bu- 


reau of Labor Statistics today as 
farm belt congressmen protested 
in advance against an anticipated 
request from President Truman 
to let him put his own controls on 
farm prices. 


Democrats and Republicans alike 


predicted that congress wouldn't 
go along with any proposal which 
might result in lower prices for 
farmers. 
They said lower prices 


would'mean smaller production at 
a time when the nation needs more 
food. 


Near All-Timc High 


The BLS reported a rise of 1.2 


per cent in retail food prices be- 
tween Nov. 28 and Dec. 15. The 
price index was estimated at 216.3 
per cent of the 1935-39 average. 
That was within 0.2 per cent of the 
all-time record of 216.8. 


The new index was 3.2 per cent 


above the previous month and 5.7 
per cent higher than on June 15, 
before the Korean war started. It 
was up 9.6 per cent from a year 
ago. 


Prices of 50 foods were studied 


in eight cities: Atlanta, Boston, 
Chicago, Columbus, 
New York, 


Richmond, 
San 
Francisco and 


Washington. 
Almost all classes 


of retail food items were found to 
have increased in price. 


HST May Act

controls on food prices shaped up 
in the wake of Mr. Truman's news

price-wage control powers. 


He said across-the-board wage 


and price controls would be put 
into effect as soon as they were 
needed and it was physically pos- 
sible to do so.

in July of 1948. 


Stop-Gap Measure 


There was no Immediate con- 


firmation of the plan to issue a 
30-day advance notice order. How- 
ever, reports from people close to 
and his staff said the decision has 
Price Director Michael V. Disalle 
been made to issue such an order 
very soon. 


The action was described as a 


stop-gap measure — holding the line 
temporarily while the price stabil- 
ization office builda a staff to en- 
force a system of more specific 
ceiling prices, and while the wag* 
stabilization board comes to some 
decision on standards for control- 
ling wages.

What's UN Position? 


This at once gives rise to the 


inquiry of how the United Nations 
fits into the picture. The UN was 
created with the idea of obtaining 
world cooperation in safeguarding 
peace by all means necessary— 
even to the extent of using force. 


One may doubt whether the 


time ever will arrive when all na- 
tions will be prepared to make a 
complete surrender of sovereignty 
to a "world government." 
Still, 


the UN does demand a very con- 
siderable surrender of sovereignty 


sufficient to make it a substan- 


tial forerunner of a world govern- 
ment—provided the membership 
would support the verdict of the 
majority. 


Split Wide Open 


However, not only is the UN 


membership split wide open on 
ideological lines—Communism ver- 
sus Democracy—but there is a 
wide fringe of "neutrals" who play 
it safe by maintaining a middle- 
of-the-road course. The UN inter- 
vention in Korea provides a strik- 
ing illustration of the situation.

Priest Defends Right to 'Hit First' 


The idea of "preventive war" has been examined 


thoughtfully and rejected by our leaders. They have spurned 
it on two counts: 


1. There is really no such thing as a preventive war in 


the sense that a war can be fought to prevent war. 
> 


2. Undertaking a war to get the jump on the enemy and 


•prevent DEFEAT is something else. But our moral position 
• in the world will not allow us to take this step even though 
!we know the Soviet Union is plotting our destruction. We 
•must, the argument goes, wait for conclusive overt action 
,by our prospective enemy. 


Most of the speculation on this point, however, has as- 


-sumed that if we were to strike first, we would hit well in 
".advance of the first enemy blow, when he was perhaps giv- 
•ing no sign of immediate action. 
! 
An entirely new notion has now been injected into this 


-argument by Father Edmund Walsh, S.J., regent of George- 
town University's foreign service school. His statement 
[carries especial weight because he is a prominent Catholic 
educator, treating a subject on which the church has strong 
moral convictions. 


Father Walsh believes we may be fully warranted mor- 


.ally in striking the enemy first if we have positive, reliable 
:informatkm that he is about to hit us. He illustrates with 
the case of Japan in 1941. 


The Japanese carrier fleet left a Jap port on Nov. 26, 


1941, bound for its crippling attack upon Pearl Harbor on 
Dec. 7. According to Father Walsh, we would have been 
.thoroughly justified in intercepting that fleet at any point 


:in its course—had we known beyond doubt what its goal 
was. 


Put simply, this is the right of self-defense and self- 


preservation, which-is sanctioned both morally and legally 
by our democratfe system. Primitive man could not be 
blamed for striking first when he saw an enemy fist coming 
at him. As the threat moved back in space, first through 
use of knives and then of the spear, the bow and arrow, and 
finally guns of ever-lengthening ranges, the danger. re-

Today the danger is from atomic bombs, which may be 


carried by planes based 3000 to 5000 miles away, or atomic 
missiles fired from battleships or submarines poised many 
miles off our shore. But it is as close as a barbarian's fist 
to his adversary's jaw. 


Father Walsh reasons that Russia would not attempt an 


attack on us unless well armed with A-bombs, since she 
knows we would use such weapons against her instantly in 
retaliation. If she struck, she would strive for surprise, 
suddenness and an absolutely crippling effect right at the 
start—to prevent our striking back. 


Knowing this, for us to await the "first blow" is thus 


obviously to invite ruin and ntaional suicide. As far as ef- 
fective resistance by us goes, the first blow might be the 
only one necessary. 


Father Walsh argues that we cannot take that gamble, 


that we cannot allow the enemy to strike first if we wish to 
survive. 


Were we to adopt Father Walsh's thinking as our na- 


tional policy, it would impose a tremendous strain upon our 
civilian and military intelligence services. We would have to 
count upon them to tell us when—for sure—the enemy was 
about to strike. We could not afford to be wrong, either way. 


Our national leaders may contend that the burden on 


intelligence would be too great, that the risk of making a 
mistake would be colossal. 


If that should be their conviction, it would seem incum- 


bent upon them to devise an alternative policy which would 
guarantee to us the right to defend and preserve our nation 
and our people while there is still time to save them. 


What that policy should be is a matter of debate. The 


nation can thank Father Walsh for the fact that this vital 
topic has now been reopened for discussion at the most criti- 
cal juncture in our national life. 


As a matter of fact, let's change 


the situation a bit, and we'll see 
that the same principle applies. 
Husband sees that wife is having 
trouble finding the safe discards. 
He freezes the pack to make it 
easier for her to discard safely. 
Is it sporting for her to give the 
pack away deliberately when it 
has been frozen for her benefit ? 


Yes, 
even then. Each player 


must play his own hand and de- 
cide for himself what will serve 
his interests.

If a player tries to help 
you, and you think his idea is a 
poor one, you have every right to 
ignore his unwelcome help. 


If these' principles are under-

The 
game becomes a battle of wits, in 
which everybody lashes out in 
both directions at once.

THE DOCTOR SAYS • 


Skin Needs Special Care 
During Cold Winter Days

There ought to be a "Be kind to 


your skin week." There is almost 
every other kind of a special 
health week, but no one ever seems 
to stop and think what a tremen- 
dous amount of punishment the 
skin takes. First of all there is so 
much of it It gets exposed to cold 
and hot air, to too much sun or not 
enough. It is constantly in contact 
with germs which would be dan- 
gerous if the skin let them inside. 


Not satisfied with normal haz- 


ards which cannot be avoided we 
use soap, clothing which contains 
dyes, and some,of us put on rouge 
and powder which any self-re- 
specting skin would be likely to 
resent. With all the abuse of the 
skin that goes on what is surpris- 
ing is that all of us aren't itching 
or broken out with some rash most 
of the time. 


The skin is pretty tough but it 


shouldn't be treated as badly as it 
is. It helps to keep the skin rea- 
sonably clean by bathing often 
enough and using a mild soap or 
one of the cleansing detergents. 
But in winter, and in people with 
dry skins, bathing should not be 
as frequent. A simple cold cream 
may help to combat the dryness. 


It is also important to choose 


the right clothes for the occasion. 
I mean fabrics and weights, not 
color or style. Too heavy clothing 
in hot weather, for example, pre- 
vents the sweat glands from cool- 
ing the body as they are supposed 
to do. In children especially this 
can bring on a heat rash. 


CHEMICALS ACT 


But the skin gets its hardest 


test because of the many chemi- 
cals with which it comes in con- 
tact. In industry this has devel- 
oped into such a problem that the 
united effort of physicians, em- 
ployers, and employes has been 
necessary. 


We are lucky to have such a 


satisfactory outer covering. Most 
of the time it serves us remark- 
ably well, but it does get injured, 
bitten by insects, irritated by 
chemicals, and there are a number 
of skin diseases, both of known 
and unknown cause, which attack 
some of us from time to time. A 
few of these skin difficulties will 
be discussed in other columns this 
week.

He Makes Some Nice Comparisons Between the Rem- 
ington Case and Alger Hiss Case. It Seems Both Smell 


New York—I noted one day a very interesting peculiarity in 


the coverage of the Remington trial in the New York Times and 
the Herald-Tribune as compared with the briefer stories in the tab- 
loid Mirror and the tabloid Daily News. The 
Times and Herald-Tribune are stately, not to say 
stuffy, full-size papers. Both of them have given 
us reason to examine their journalism for subtle 
slants and sly omissions in cases involving charges 
f Communism. However, the readers might not 
ave detected such deviations from objective jour- 
alism but for the vigilance of certain anti-Com- 


munist observers. We began by noting out loud 
many flagrancies in their book reviews and Sun- 
ay supplements and pursued the same scrutiny 
with similar results in their news columns. The 
Herald-Tribune's coverage of the Alger Hiss case 
*Mthm<* 


was such that Tom Murphy, the prosecuting attorney, now the police 
ommissioner, took public notice of the crude job of work thai 
was done. 


In the present case, William W. Remington, formerly an "econ- 


>mist" in the Department of Commerce, is charged with perjury in 
that he told a federal grand jury under oath that he never belonged 
o the Communist party. It is almost the same as the case ol 
Alger Hiss who was convicted of perjury but with implications of 
onstructive treason. Hiss denied on oath that he ever had been 
a member of the Communist party and denied, moreover, that he 


ad ever given Whittaker Chambers any secret documents of the 
State Department where he was serving as special protege of Felix 
Frankfurter and special friend of Dean Acheson. 
The perjury 


conviction, recently upheld, implies that the jury believed Hiss did 
>etray his country to a Communist courier serving Soviet Russia. 
All this notwithstanding, Acheson wouldn't "turn his back" on Hiss, 
and Eleanor Roosevelt had the gall to put forth her friendship for 
Jiss as an assurance of his innocence. 


In the Remington trial, the 


Mirror's account said Remington's 
divorced wife testified that she 
ntroduced her husband to Harold 
Laski, the English Communist, 
who managed to get engagement* 
caching "economics" at Colum- 
bia and Harvard. 
Laski was a 


muddy, slippery 
agent of the 


frand conspiracy with a dead-pan 
>ose of intellectual objectivity and 
njured innocence who was very 
close to Felix Frankfurter. 
He 


never admitted that he was a 
Communist but he was convicted 
of it. Further, the Mirror report- 
ed, "Laski introduced Remington 
:o a professor at Harvard who is 
now a Supreme Court justice. 


Of course the only Supreme 


Court justice who ever was a pro- 
fessor at Harvard is Frankfurter. 


The Daily News version said: 


'Mrs. Remington shed some light 
on the circles In which her ex- 
husband had moved. She said he 
consulted 
several 
persons 
on 


whether he ought to study eco- 
nomics or take up law. Among 
them, she said, were the late Har- 
old Laski, British labor party 
leader, and a 'professor Harvard 
who is now a Supreme Court jus- 
tice'. 
Mrs. Remington said she 


introduced Remington to Laski 
and Laski introduced Remington 
to the professor." 


This masking of the identity of 


Frankfurter is not a new develop- 
ment. When Hiss was before the 
committee on un-American activi- 
ties he squirmed and begged the 
examiner not to compel him to 
say that Felix had planted him 
in the new deal bureaucracy. He 
gave in and did so only under great 


another Communist and another 
lappy hot dog from Harvard 
Law also was a Frankfurter pro- 
tege. This was cruel and unusual 
punishment in the eyes of Judge 
Sam Kaufman, whose conduct of 
the case became a scandal. He 
ruled that Weenie didn't have to 
answer.

But this was the second time 


that Frankfurter had been dealt 
into a trial with implications of(p 
treason. 
For Remington, like 


Hiss, is accused of handing over 
secret government papers to * 
Russian agent. The Agent in this 
case was Elizabeth Bentley, who 
started this chain of explosions in 
the enemy underground and got 
herself sued for libel fty Reming- 
ton. She refused to pay off or 
settle and still dares Remington 
to face the issue before a jury. 
The radio company which 
her remarks curled up and paid. 
In the event of his conviction in 
the present case, that settlement 
will illustrate the possibility of 
blackmail which is present in 
some of these Communist suits. 
It takes integrity in a corpora- 
tion and strong moral courage in 
counsel to face down the plain- 
tiffs in such cases* These qual- 
ities are not always present. 


But note this: The New 


Times and the Herald-Tribune' 
omitted from their stories, which 
were much longer than the pieces 
in the Mirror and the News, the 
testimony which put Felix Frank- 
furter into the intellectual and 
ideological career of William W. 
Remington, his second implication 
in the preparatory experience of a 
man inferentially charged with 
traitorism.

He told 
a newsman that two overdue park- 
ing tickets had prevented him 
from receiving his grades. 
But 


Janowicz added that he expected 
to talk to university officials about 
his standing Friday. 


May Be Reinstated 


The Journal said Thursday night 


it learned Janowicz had been dis- 
missed because he failed to meet 
certain scholastic standards. Such 
failure means 
dismissal 
for at 


least one quarter, the scholastic 
period on which Ohio State op- 


1 crates. 


A student thus dismissed may 


bo re-instated under certain con- 
ditions. And Janowicz apparently 
has a chance of getting back in 
school if he has been dismissed. 


Bland L. Stradley, Ohio State 


vice president, declined to con- 
firm the dismissal report. He said 
Janowicz's grades were "the pri- 
vate property of him and his par- 
ents." But he confirmed that the 
Lyria youth had not enrolled in 
the winter term.

dent's petition must be approved 
by the university executive com- 
mittee. 


Conceivably, if the All-America
